Amador, who.'as also a bookstore in Guateralea City, recent.y received a shipment 
of books from 6 Mexican publisher, which were to have beer sold -t nropaganda 
prices. However, Amador sold them commercially and mide a sizeable orofit. At 
a Commmnist meeting in “exico City, the mblisher of these boo-s aecus-d him of 
being an exvloiter of the peonle, and said that no more boos would be sent to 
him, Despite this affair ‘mador anvarently cortinues to be in rood standing 
with the Party in Guatemala,

but that the genera’ atmosvhere was siailer to that in Guatemala, The mejority 
of intellectuals have been influenced by Arevalo and the 1944 revolution. imong 
thosa who expressed symnath: for the Russians and hope for a North Aorean victory 
were Roldano Velasquez, a writer and former secretary of ex-Fresident Castaneda;
